Ellis Island 



It was called Gibbet Island in the early 18th 
century after a group oF pirates were hung 
Rom gibbets there. 



At its peak in 1907.- the Immigration Station 



processed a record 1.25 million immigrants: 11747 
were processed in a single day. 



Immigrants had to answer 29 
guestions to gain citizenship, 
Approximately 2 percent oF all 
immigrants Failed due to crimir 
records- disease- or other 
undesirable responses. 



The station dining room was 
capable oF housing approxim 
1.000 people at once.

The remains oF & Native Americans were 
removed From Ellis and Liberty Islands and 
have since been returned to their resting
